My  dear  Mr  President, 

On  Tuesday  last,  April  27th  I  received  a  telegram  from 
Mr  Joseph  Hardy  of  Hardy® Wyndham  Co.  Montreal,  whom  we  have  recently 
appointed  our  exclusive  representatives  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and 
New  Brunswick.  This  action  was  taken  I  may  say  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  Board  of  Health  of  those  Provinces  were  unable  to  co-operate  with 
the  Laboratory  not  being  empowered  by  law  to  do  so. 

Mr  Hardy  in  his  telegram  announced  his  attention  of  coming 
to  Toronto  on  Wednesday  April  28th  to  see  me  on  important  business.  On 
his  arrival  he  informed  me  that  his  firm  had  been  asked  to  tender  for 
biological  products  for  the  French  and  Russian  Governments  and  he  asked 
me  if  the  Antitoxin  Laboratory  would  be  able  to  supply  any  of  these 
products,  if  so  in  what  quantities  and  at  what  price. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  letter  given  to  Mr  Hardy. 

Mr  Hardy  before  leaving  Toronto,  told  me  he  would  at  once  cable 
to  Paris,  and  would  let  me  know  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  if  he 
wishes  to  be  supplied  with  the  biological  products  indicated  in  the  en® 
closed  letter. 

In  the  meantime  I  have  written  Dr  Banzhaf  to  arrange  for  extra 
supplies  of  antitoxin  if  required,  have  wired  to  New  York  for  information 
with  reference  to  glass  containers,  wooden  boxes  etc,  and  have  received 
satisf actory  replies. 

Vie  therfore  await  further  word  from  Mr  Hardy.
